"I witnessed the Ualoon ascension 


just around the corner of McClellan's 
tavern on Carlisle street. \Vheu Wise 
was about to step into the basket John 
McClellau oflered him fifty dollars if 
he would permit him to ascend. Wise, 
with a broad smile, told him to get 
iuto the basket. The man iu charge 
of the ropes allowed the baloou to 
carry him about as high as the second 
story of the house when Wise said, 
'Pull him down, I'm in a hurry 
to 
be off.' 
MeClellau 
exclaim- 


ed. 'Xo, I have paid for my ride,' and 
he cut the ropes. The basket struck 
the edge of the roof, or the chimney, 
arid away went McClellan up, up and 
on out of sight. Of course there was 
great consternation iu the town. The 
representatives of. perhaps, all the 
families were in that crowd and the 
McClellau family were very much 
alarmed. They mounted their horses 
and all being good riders raced in the 
direction of York where they found 
John with a sprained ankle. He said 
that when he thought he had traveled 
far enough he looked about for some- 
thiug to^lo. r?aw a rope hanging from 
the Tjalloon and pulled it so hard he 
broke off the valve.

Confederate officer, 
an innocent victim of misrepresenta- 
tion, perjury and fiendish malignity to 
a martyr who suffered death iu pre- 
ference to bearing false testimony 
against President Jefferson 
Davis:

Olio of iay first cases after having 


boon appointed an inspector was the 
Atherton murder. Howard Atherton. 
a bachelor aud a well known mar. 
about town, was found dead in his 
rooms in an apartment house shot 
through the heart by a pistol ball. His 
own rev Diver, with one chamber emp- 
tied, lay oil the floor beside him. 


The last person seen coming out of 


Atherton's rooms some fifteen or twen- 
ty minutes before the murder was his 
friend. George Bronson. Atherton and 
Bronson were inseparable. 
The lat- 


tcr's mother and sisters were very 
much opposed to the intimacy, consid- 
ering Athertou's influence over Bron- 
^cn deleterious. They knew that Ath- 
citon was iadebted to Bronson for 
borrowed money which was slowly 
growing in amount. 
Money matters 


are the cause of many murders, and I 
formed a theory that Bronson in trying 
tc collc'.-t from his friend had got into 
a MuaiTo! with him and shot him. 


I was at Atherton's rooms soon aft- 


er the murder was discovered and be- 
fore anything was moved. I made up 
my miuJ that the murderer had en- 
tered the sitting room from the hall. 
Athc-rton having entered the room from 
his be-!room. revolver in hand. Ather- 
ton had fired a shot at his assailant 
which had lodged in the door by which 
the murderer had entered. This was a 
theory, but well supported by the con- 
ditions. 


I d:d not arrest Bronson. but sent for 


him to eonae to my ofnce. ostensibly to 
got his assistance in ferreting out the 
guilty person. He came and while he 
answered all my questions did so as if 
studying to say no more than was ab- 
solutely necessary. I asked him if he 
would oblige rne by going over to the 
rooms where his friend had been shot, 
and he complied, but with great re- 
luctance. As soon as we were in the 
sitting room I began to picture the 
scene; of the murder as I had conceived 
it Fi"ing my eye on Bronson. I said: 


"Athertra was doubtless taking an 


afternoon, snooze in his bedroom when 
he heard the sitting room door open 
He got up from his bed and saw 
throu.zh the bedroom, door what was in 
the wind. Do you follow me?" 


"Yes." 
"There were hot words about his in 


debtelnass." 


"Yes." 
'•Turruag again to his bedroom, he 


ssi-ed his pistol and advanced upon 
you. You started back for a moment 
Irresolute."

mcitc Relations Between Them. 
The intiirate relation between fire 


and air was earlr recognized, seeing 
that experience soon taught that air 
was necessary for fire. The experi- 
ment of burning a candle in a closeti j 
vessel, iiovr so familiar to every school- 
boy, is a very old. one, anfl the influ- 
ence o£ a blast of air on a furnace had 
beoa probably noticed from a very re- 
mote period.. By soroo it vras affirmed 
to be the food of fire, while by others 
the sime belief was embodied in tbs 
phrase. "Air nourishes rare."
